teach it to him. The modern method may 
impart more superficial polish, but the old 
method developed more independent, re 
sourceful and firmly-knit character.

We 
need 300 more men now, but the only 
way we can increase our force is secur- 
ing foreigners, who are eager for work 
and rejoice in the opportunity. Ameri- 
can boys seem to be fast becoming un- 
willing to work, and appear to prefer 
loafing around the street corners to 
steady remunerative jobs that lead to 
skill in mechanical pursuits.” That 
gentleman bemoaned the fate of our 
country when the tide of foreign immi- 
gration stops, as some day it may do, 
und our labor supply be thus exhausted. 
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Everywhere one goes the same story is 
heard. Business men are beginning to 
realize that something is fundamentally 


wrong, and to believe that our school | 


system is at fault. No longer are the 
boys being trained to a sense of respon- 


sibility, and so they are in danger of | 


losing character and independence and 


of becoming an army of vagabonds and | 


tramps.

THE HUMAN FACTOR IN RAIL- 
ROAD WRECKS. 

The late terrible railway disaster near 
Atlantic City tragically directs atten- 
tion to the grewsome fact that the num- 
ber of people killed yearly in railroad 
is steadily and rapidly in- 
creasing, notwithstanding the use of 
many devices designed for the express 
purpose of preventing train wrecks and 
other mishaps incident to the operation 
of cars and More than 
that, it also reminds those who are fa- 
miliar with facts relating to transporta- 
tion, although the general public prob-

ably does not realize the truth, that in | 


spite of all the safety appliances adopted 
by railroad companies in late years, the 


| percentage of passengers either killed 
or injured is also rising with alarming 
persistency. 

Statistics recently published by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission show 
that in the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1905, there were 537 passengers killed 
; and 10,457 injured in this country. In 
1904 the number killed was 441 and the 
}number injured 9111. In 1895—since 
which time the number of passengers 
killed and injured has increased prac- 
| tically year by year—the number killed 
| was only 170 and the injured numbered 
| only 2375. But while in 1905 1,375,856 
| passengers were carried for every pas- 
| senger killed, in 1904 there were 1,622,- 
267 carried for every one killed, and in 
| 1895 there were 2,984,832 carried for 
each one killed. The figures concerning 
passengers injured point out even more 
impressively the growing peril of rail- 
way travel. In 1905 there were 70,655 
earried for every one injured, but in 
1895 there were 213,651 carried for each 
|injury to a passenger. 


It is not hard to discover the cause 
| for this increase of figures in a record 
| which years ago was so startling as to 
set people aghast with horror. It lies 
with individuals who are concerned in 
the building and actual operation of our 
railroads. The Atlantic City disaster is 
| said to have been caused by the inward 
turning of a rail on a bridge, but it mat- 
| ters little whether that was the active 
factor in bringing about the wreck, for 
if the rail did not turn something else 
| happened which could have been pre- 
vented by human agency persistently 
|} and intelligently exercised. An old rule 
|in rhetoric says that every sentence 
should be constructed not that the 
reader may understand it, but that he 
must understand whether he will or not. 
People who write seriously ever realize 
what a mighty work for good is accom- 
plished by strict adherence to that in- 
valuable rule. Could some such regula- 
tion be enforced among our railroad 
builders and operatives, or rather could 
men be always found who would Go their 
work either in construction or operation 
so that it must answer the purposes for 
which it is intended, not that it may ful- 
| fill them, then would we witness diminu- 
tion in accident statistics which would 
be as gratifying as the present figures 
are horrible. 


There never was a day when acute 
watchfulness was more needed in all 
work pertaining to railroads than it is 
now, yet the records here quoted show 
that the percentage of it is less. Rail- 
roads are being built at a rate almost 
|} unprecedented, particularly in_ the 
| South, and more and more men are be- 
ing demanded to construct and operate 
them. It is encouraging to note the fact 
that in much of the new construction 
‘concrete bridges are being erected in 
place of wooden trestles, and also that 
many of the latter class of bridges are 
replaced by embankments within com- 
| paratively few years after the building 
of lines. But the personal equation still 
remains to be reckoned with, and the 
only way to lessen the danger surround- 
ing its presence is to inculcate in every- 
one who has to do with railroads the 
supreme need of caution, for it is only 
by care, care, and more care, constant 
and clear-minded, that our railroads can 
| be made safer for the transportation of 
| passengers. 





Thus is emphasized again the supreme 
| need of men, men, men of character and 
responsibility. The fact stares us in the 
‘face that we have developed machin- 
ery—using machinery in its broadest 
meaning—to a point where human 
power gives way and breaks down

spirit. In the case of railroading the 
drain upon the nervous energy induced 
by the demands for greater and greater 
speed is something that may hardly be 
appreciated by the laymen. But its 
effects are usually manifested in great 
railroad tragedies, and one care that 
should be taken is that the men respon- 
sible for the sure and safe operation of 
railroad trains shall be given such hours 
of actual work that they may have time 
to take the rest that will prevent them 
from breaking down in their duties at 
the vital moment.

ENGLAND’S NEW COAL FIELDS. 


England is now congratulating itself on a 
discovery that is second only in importance 
to the Norman Conquest. A new coal field 
has been unearthed about seven miles from 
Dover and is said to be 100 square miles in 
area. The coal is estimated to be worth 
£1,000,000,000. The coal seams were discov- 
ered at a depth of 1800 feet, and comprise a 
20-inch, a 3-foot 4inch and a 4-foot 6-inch 
seam. The coal has been analyzed and is 
found to be well suited to household use. 
It is said to contain 63 per cent. carbon, 33 
per cent. volatile matter and only 3.7 per 
cent. of ash. Moreover, two important 
seams of fireclay, one of four feet and the 
other of 28 inches, have also been found, 
which will make the mining easier and add 
to the value of the discovery.—Wall Street 
Summary.

Coal land is 
very valuable in England, but 100 square

AND STEEL INDUSTRY. 

The rapidity with which the develop- 
ment of the iron and steel business of the 
country progresses is illustrated in an edi- 
torial in the New York Journal of Com- 
merce reviewing the progress of mining 
operations in the Lake Superior district 
since 1896, when the Carnegie Company 
purchased a five-sixths interest in the 
stock of the Oliver Mining Co. Discuss- 
ing this subject under the heading of “A 
Turning Point in the Iron and Steel In- 
dustry,” the Journal of Commerce says: 

“A definite stage has been reached in the 
industrial development of the country 
when it can be said that the bulk of the 
iron ore in the United States that can be 
carried at reasonable freights to advan- 
tageous assembling points for fuel and ore 
is known today. It is in reliance on the 
truth of that statement that the recent ore 
deal between the Great Northern Railway 
and the United States Steel Corporation 
has been consummated. It was but 10 
years ago that the Carnegie Company ap- 
peared to have definitely solved the prob- 
lem of ore supply. In 1896 the company 
bought a five-sixths interest in the stock 
of the Oliver Mining Co., which controlled 
large deposits in the Gogebic and Mar- 
holdings which have since 
been greatly increased. In 1897 the com- 
pany made a 50 years’ contract with the 
Rockefeller iron mining and transporta- 
tion companies, under which it agreed to 
pay a royalty of $1.05 per ton for a yearly 
output of 1,500,000 tons of soft ore deliv- 
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ered on shipboard, and a further maximum 
payment of 80 cents per ton for the trans- 
portation of this ore to the lower lake 
ports. The Carnegie Company thus se- 
cured an abundant supply of both hard 
and soft ore at prices which were not only 
more stable than those of the open market, 
but which were lower than the prices paid 
by outside companies. A controlling in- 
terest was also purchased in the Pittsburg 
Steamship Co., which owned 11 steam- 
ships and two tugboats, with six additional 
under for Lake

The cost of transportation was 
thus reduced to one mill per ton per mile, 
the lowest figure yet reached by any rail- 
road in the world with the exception of the 
Duluth, Mesaba & Northern, constructed 
by the Rockefellers for a similar purpose. 
Thus by the close of 1897 the Carnegie 
Company was almost completely self-suffi- 
cient in all the factors of production, and 
was able to challenge its rivals to a strug- 
gle for the survival of the fittest. 

“This position was reached as a direct 
result of the adoption by Carnegie, Phipps 
& Co. in 1882 of a policy whose object it 
was to control all the factors which con- 
tributed to the production of steel from the 
ore and coal in the ground to the steel bil- 
let and the steel rail. The purchase of a 
controlling interest in the stock of the H. 
C. Frick Coke Co., the largest 
coal lands and the largest producer of coke 
in the Connellsville region, insured to Car- 
negie, Phipps & Co., besides a majority

share in the earnings for the sale of coke 
in the open market, a supply of coke at 
prices so close to the cost of production 
as in later years to be a matter of legal 
complaint from the minority stockholders.

Improvements in the Service of West 
Virginia’s Capital.

As the water company 
also furnishes the city lighting, an in- 
creased service is to be provided in this 
line at the same time the other improve- 
ments are put in. This will consist of 
one 500-kilowatt 2000-volt 60-cycle two- 
phase General Electric turbo, equipped 
with a Curtis steam turbine. 

To the ordinary layman the filtration 
plant is the novelty in these improvements, 
for although the modern filtration methods, 
in which almost entire reliance is placed in 
the power of beneficent bacteria to destroy 
disease germs, are a discovery of 20 years 
standing, and are very generally in use in 
modern water-works plants throughout the 
world, yet popular knowledge of these 
facts is not universal by any means. 
Charleston’s filter plant will be thoroughly 
and entirely scientific, and Charleston’s 
water supply will be of crystal clearness 
and wholly wholesome. 

For information about the construction 
and operation of the filter plant I am in- 
debted to Mr. Ernest McCullough, a civil 
engineer of Chicago, who designed the de- 
tails of the work and is here to superin- 
tend the construction.

BUILDINGS AND STRUCTURES. 

Improvements were made to depots at Cordele, Ashburn and Adel, Ga. A new freight 
depot was erected at Valdosta, Ga., and the freight and passenger depot at Palatka, Fla., 
referred to in the last annual report, has been completed. The new dock at that point has 
also been completed. 

Extensive repairs were made to buildings and water tanks, and houses for section hands 
erected at various points 

NEW EQUIPMENT. 

During the year three 10-wheel passenger locomotives and three express cars were pur- 
chased and added to the equipment. Six 10-wheel combination passenger and freight loco 
motives were ordered during the year, deliverable during November, 1906. The Company 
entered into an Equipment Trust Agreement, dated March 1, 1906, for 500 40-foot flat cars of 
60,000 pounds capacity, in part payment for which there have been issued equipment trust 
obligations in the amount of $270,000, dated March 1, 1906, and payable in 10 equal semi- 
annual instalments, March 1 and September 1 in each year, bearing interest at 4% per cent 
per annum. Delivery of these cars has not commenced.
